plications for grants to Appleton: 


$299,000 frr a $655,000 Outagamie 


county courthouse; 


$47,000 for a $91,000 Appleton city 


hall; 


$202,000 for a $451,000 street im- 


provement program. 


Still pending also is an-applica- 


tion for a sewage disposal plant at 
Kimberly. 


None of these applications has yet 


reached. Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes, work on them not 
having 


been completed by the legal, finance 
and engineering divisions. 


Wisconsin has now received as 


much as Ickes considers it should 
equitably receive from the current 
program, having been 
allocated 


more than $16,000,000 in grants for 
non-federal projects all over the 
state. 


Expect No Surplus 
It was pointed out today that vir- 
tually no "slop-over" is expected to 
remain when the deadline for ap- 
plications is reached on Sept 30, as 
the states and municipalities are 
rushing their applications. Thus ev- 
ery state may reach its quota, leav- 
ing no additional funds to be allo- 
cated to states which early reached 
the tentative limit for allocations. 


Of course, if an emergency-exists, 


and can be proved to PWA officials, 
a few small additional grants might 
be made to Wisconsin. 


PWA officials said that projects 


within a state are considered in the 
order in "which they arc received 
and cleared through the various di- 
visions. Of course, if any difficulties 
are enocuntered in the legal, finan- 
cial, or engineering division, the 
projects are delayed, and other pro- 
jects in which no obstacles are met 
get the first grants.

Firemen, answer- 
ing a telephone call, recovered the 
bodies.

brought to the surface an hour and 
a half after the plunge, which stop- 
ped Mrs. Wiczek's wristwatch at 
8:40 p. m. 


Henry Hutchinson, a milk truck 


driver, witnessed the accident. 


"I was unloading at the conden- 
sery near the viaduct and heard 
automobile tires squeal, as they do 
when a car skids," Hutchinson said. 
"I looked up, saw the car careening 
and called to Alfred Schmidt (a fel- 
low worker) 'look out, she's going 
over.*" 


Sees Car Crash 


Hutchinson told of seeing the car 


crash into the railing, somersault 
and hurtle' into the -water." •" 


As neither Hutchinson, Schmidt 


nor two men who emerged from a 
riverfront shack at the sound of the 
crash could swim, they ran to a 
telephone and called police and 
firemen. . 


The firemen dropped a ladder 


from the viaduct to the water and 
rescuers went down. They first 
recovered the body of Joan, then 
that of Mrs. Wiczek. They were 
carried to the viaduct, where efforts 
were made to revive them. The oth- 
er bodies were brought to shore in 
a boat.

sevelt criticized today "the profes- 
sional fear-mongers of 1938." 


Speaking from radio from 
the 


oval diplomats' room at the White 
House in connection with a consti- 
tution observance" at Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y.. the chief executive asserted 
that "the patrons of ghosts* and hob- 
goblins" of the nation's early history 
would have little to learn 
from 


present-day "fear-mongers." 


Mr. Roosevelt declared that to be- 


come "a workable instrument of 
government" the constitution need- 
ed men in every succeeding genera- 
tion to administer it who were "as 
great as the men who wrote it." 


"And the greatest of them," the 


president said with reference to 
those who have administered the 
constitution, "have been the men 
who have sought to make the con- 
stitution workable in the face of the 
new problems and conditions that 
have faced the nation from year to 
year. 


Most Meet Changes 


"Yes, the greatest of them have 


been those who have not said—'It 
will not work; it cannot be done; it 
must be changed'—but rather those 
who have applied to the constitution 
of the United States the spirit of 
•full faith and confidence* which has 
come down to us from the conven- 
tion • which met here in the sum- 
mer of 1788." 


His only reference to world af- 
fairs was: 


"It is with deep personal disap- 


pointment that I find the affairs of 
the world such that I cannot be with 
my neighbors in Poughkeepsie to- 
day." 


In one reference to those who had 


part in the formation of the new 
United States, he said: 


"Washington, Adams. Hamilton 


and Clinton were labelled traitors 
and dictators." 


Many Opponents 


In the early days of the republic, 


the president said, many persons op- 
posed-adoption- of- the .constitution 
even though they had 
witnessed 


"the complete failure of govern- 
ment" under the articles of federa- 
tion. 


"Then, as now," he said, "there 


were men and women afraid of the 
future—distrustful 
of their

Although the ways of dictators 


are not wholly predictable, the jus- 
tification for taking this view is as 
follows: Among the Nazis an inva- 
sion of Czechoslovakia can be con- 
templated 
only if it is reasonably 


clear that France and Britain would 
stand aside. In the days preceding 
the Nuremberg speech the problem, 
therefore, was to convince Hitler 
that Britain and France would not 
stand aside. His speech showed that 
for the time being he was con- 
vinced. But the question then was 
whether the democracies could and 
would remain as firm as they are at 
the moment. 


The answer to that question de- 


pends on what happens inside of 
Czechoslovakia. If there is an insur- 
rection of the Sudeten Germans 
which- the Czechs. are unable, to 
control with authority and without 
brutality, public opinion in Britain 
and France will turn against them 
and will consider the maintenance 
of Czechoslovakia a lost cause. If 
that happened, if there were civil 
war in Czechoslovakia, Hitler could 
intervene without the risk of a 
European war.

Rep. Ludlow of Indiana has just announced that he will revive his 


proposed constitutional amendment. Senator Capper 
of Kansas is urging its adoption in radio broadcasts 
to his state. Numerous scntorial and congressional 
candidates arc asking election in November because 
of their support of the Ludlow amendment. 


All of this, together with the war situation In Eur- 


ope, would seem to foreshadow a most bitter fight. 
Whether the European situation by that time wMl 
tend to increase the strength behind the Ludlow plan 
or to operate against it, no man can foresee. No mat- 
ter which, emotions for and against will likely be- 
come greatly intensified and the fight will be far 
more bitter than it was last year when the question 
was somewhat more academic. 


The Ludlow proposal would submit to the states a 


constitutional amendment which would require a di- 
rect popular referendum before congress could de- Raymond Clapper 
clare war. Exceptions would be made for actual invasion of this country 
or of other countries in the western hemisphere. The measure is aimed 
at expeditions abroad to make the world safe for democracy or safe 
from Hitler or something else. If submitted by two-thirds of both houses, 
three-fourths of the states would have to ratify to make the amendment 
effective. 


Presumably, in view of the in- 


tense opposition which the admin- 
istration exerted last winter against 
the proposal. Roosevelt would again 
make every effort to defeat it. The 
chief argument against is that it 
would hopelessly tie the hands of 
the government in dealing with any 
rapidly moving war situation, and 
would because of those restraints 
expose the United States to having 
its' rights infringed more freely by 
other nations.

The upper story was 
enclosed with chicken wire, to keep 
out larger birds. 


As I watched the birds I won- 


dered what the insect-loving nut- 
hatch found to his taste in the 
hopper. "Sunflower seeds," our host 
told me. "They love them. They 
carry them to a cievice in the bari 
of a tree trunk and then open th 
shell and eat the kernel." 


For the breeding period cmcka 


dees and nuthatches usuallv de 
sert the populated areas and re 
tire to cool evergreen woods in 
northern parts. For the past fev 
years a number of chickade? fam 
ilies have adopted 
"Whispering 


Pines" as their permanent nome 
and last year a pair of nuthatches 
decided that a. hollowed-out stone 
was "an ideal place-to raise- their 
brood. They lined the nest with fur 
which they first brush and fluff up 
on a jagged rock.

GOERING AND THE CZECHS 


. The thundering words of Field Mar- 
shal Goering at Nuremberg recently were 


' eclipsed too completely by the subsequent 


address of the Great One. 


This was anything but fortunate for 


Goering had quite a message both for the 
Germans and the world at large. 


The food supply in Germany is ample. 


Various gymnasiums and other public 
buildings have been taken over to supply 
storage space. This is good news to any 
people. And the bulky field marshal 
slapped himself on the chest as he said in 
German something that sounded suspi- 
ciously like "We planned it that way." 


This is putting it on a bit too thick. 


No word of praise went out to the kindly 
rain, the generous sunshine nor the fer- 
tile soil. No slap on the back was there 
for the millions of Fritzcs who bent their 
muscled backs to the task. It was der 
Fuehrer, the Nazi party, the leadership, 
but most of all der Fuehrer. 


But Goering's declaration that the food 


supply of the Reich must be made secure • 
"even against a war of 30 years" is em- 
ploj'ing a fatal expression in German his- 
tory for there was a war called the Thir- 
ty Year War. And it started an Bohemia 
and when it ended Bohemia was depopu- 
lated nearly two-thirds and Germany fully 
one-third, such was its ferocity. 


The Thirty Years War, starting in 1618 


and terminated by the Peace of West- 
phalia, left the German states so bloodless 
and emaciated they did not again get res- 
olutely to their feet for over a century. 


But the vigorous, courageous and stub- 


born battle the Czechs have waged for so 
many centuries against German domina- 
tion should have earned them something 
from Herr Goering more than the libel 
that they are "a pigmy race without a 
culture." People who fight a war of-at- 
trition until they are decimated two-thirds 
of their population, submit when further 
struggle is obviously futile but carry the 
seeds of resistance and rebellion for hun- 
dreds of years down to 1918, have per- 
formed much too admirable a feat to be 
spoken of lightly by those who are greater 
in number and therefore in power. 


The culture of a race is surprisingly 


high just as its intelligence is bright and 
acute when it can make democracy work. 
The Reich was unable to do that. Yet 
Czechoslovakia, released from bondage in i 
1918 and with little experience in govern- 
ment, formed a democracy that has func- 
tioned in a surprisingly efficient manner. 


Of course the truth in respect to all 


these charges and countercharges between 
races is that there are many such whose 
record of accomplishment down through 
the ages has been sufficiently high to mer- 
it generous applause from others. Prac- 
tically all the world agrees that the peo- 
ple in Herr Goering|s realm are entitled to 
be so designated.

It was a fine thing, to do, particular- 


ly at this time, and although it bears 
features bound to drum up permanent 
goodwill and therefore benefit to the 
movie industry in general its apparently 
main purpose is to revive and extend the 
employment of its own studios and sup- 
porting industries by stimulating customer 
interest which is thc heartbeat of all busi- 
ness activity from Alpha to Omega. 


From many other evidences it is clear

In New York less than 
five months, lie has been signed for the new 
Schubert variety show. "Hell's A-Popping." an 
engagement he will fill in addition to his regu- 
lar dine-and-dancc playing.

Since thc pur- 
chases were made on the instalment 
plan, they thought it might be a 
good idea if Martha worked lor a 
few months till they had paid off 
their debts.

take in marr.ace. Why? Because 
they immediately began living on a 
$•55 v.eckly income, which repre- 
sented lhc:r c«i:b:::ed salaries." 


They cnte: tamed, went to iho-AS. 


and bought many things which thfy 
couldn't possibly have afforded, had 
they begun rr.arr:ed life on Bob's

small place. Even if they had been 
forced to use packing boxes for 
chairs, they should have lived on 
his income. 


That wouldn't have been a terri- 


ble task, either, for the average 
American couple live and rear a 
family on no more than $25 per 
week. Then Bob would have felt 
proud of himself, as head of the 
family. And a 50c per week salary 
increase would then have looked 
large, and been an occasion for cele- 
brating. 


Married women are jeopardizing 


their marital happiness whenever 
they take a job. Widows, divorcees 
or those whose husbands are inva- 
lids, of course should be commend- 
ed for working. In fact, they often 
must work to save the home. 
.But married women should not 


hold jobs unless absolutely neces- 
sary.

Play of Hand 
Is Different 
In Duplicate

Problems arise at duplicate which 


never are encountered in rubber 
bridge. At the latter game no de- 
fender, unless he is a miser, wastes 
time or gray matter over thc pos- 
sibility that a certain play may give 
declarer an extra trick Thc object 
at rubber bridge is to "beat that 
contract," and if 30 or 60 points 
arc Jo>l in a desperate effort 
who 


cares? At duplicate, it is a vastly 
different matter. Now giving de- 
clarer an extra trick mc-an that the 
altruistic party will come out with 
a very bad match point score on 
the board. Note West's dilemma in 
thc following deal, played at du- 
plicate:

factor. At duplicate, however. West 
realized that he might be making a 
fatal error by passing this present 
spade trick. The bidding indicated 
that South had a strong club hold- 
ing. 
If he also had the heart jack. 


he probably would be able to run 
off the rest of the trinks. 


After careful 
consideration 
of 


South's strong bidding and the cards 
in sight in dummy. West concluded 
that any hope of defeating the con- 
tract would be slightly too far fetch- 
ed at duplicate. He. therefore, took 
his spade king and returned a spade. 
Obviously, declarer had the rest of 
the tricks and. indeed, would have 
been able to shut out th«: spade king 
if West had held it up. 


At duplicate. West's decision was

When we read that one marriage out of every six in tfye United States 


ends in divorce, and observe the disgruntled husbands and wives of our 
acquaintance, we are inclined to think that marriage is a failure and to 
wonder that it keeps on being a going concern. 


Without doubt, few of the optimistic young 


lovers who march so confidently to the altar 
realize their dream and find marriage the 
heaven on earth that they expected it to be. 
Never-the-less: there are many consolation 
prizes in the matrimonial lottery, and per- 
haps even the disappointed and peevish hus- 
bands and wives, who rend the air with their 
complaints against marriage, are happier 
than they think they arc. 


For proof of this we have the indisputable 


fact that those who rail loudest against the 
disillusions and restrictions of the holy estate 
almost invariably rush back into it when 
death or divorce opens the doors of what

they have regarded as their prison. One 


would think that they would no more marry a second time than a burned 
child would voluntarily return to a fire, but such is not the case. No 
sooner have they been freed from the yoke that galled them than they 
stick out their necks for a second time. 


Dr. Johnson once said that a sec- 


ond marriage was the final triumph 
of hope over experience. Maybe this 
is true. Maybe it is also true that 
widows and widowers, whether 
grass or sod, realize when they have 
lost them that John and Mary •were 
not such bad old scouts after all; 
that even if John was grouchy at 
times and given to scattering cigar- 
ets and newspapers all over the 
place, and even if Mary had a. tem- 
per that was hung on a hair-trigger 
and was given to nagging, they 
•were better company than no com- 
pany at all. If their home was no 
Ideal abode of bUs*. it was far pre- 
ferable to any hotel, or club, or 
boarding house. 


Nothing is more obvious than 


that marriage unfits people for the 
single life, and so the grumbling of 
husbands and wives at each other is 
to be taken no more seriously than 
their grumbling about their jobs, or 
their houses, or their cars.

T have spent a lifetime in school, but 1 have found no short cuts to 


learning. Children have to work hard to learn, and. what is more, they 
have to be controlled and held to thc daily stint or it will not be done. 
Any missing lessons, any skimping of thc work means a weakness in thc 
educational structure, which, if allowed to remain, wrecks thc whole.' 


Freedom for children has never meant lack of leadership, guidance 


and discipline. It has meant, always, an understanding, friendly attitude 
toward children's struggles, shortcomings and handicaps, a desire to help, 
a will to sustain the wavering will of thc searching child.

A letter from Betty Anne Ander- 


son contains this question: 


"Will you tell me why the stars 


shine at night, and how they 
shine?" 


In giving an answer, 
I must 


ipcak of two kinds of lights in the 


K sky—planets and true" stars. Most 
|<-of the planets seem brighter than 


the true stars, but that is because 
they are not so far away. 


Planets shine at night because 


they reflect light from the sun. 
Bright rays of the sun strike them, 
and are reflected to us as if by a 
mirror. 


The sun shines all fhe time, and 


lights up half of each planet. The 
planet is bright because we see 
the lighted side. 


Sometimes- a planet is not in a 


good position to be seen. Venus, 
for example, may be on the other 
side of the sun, and out of sight. 
At another time it is oa a line be- 
tween 
the 
sun 
arid the earth. 


Then it "usually is not possible to 
see it. but sometimes astronomers 
have seen a small dark object ap- 
pear to move across the face of 
the sun—not a sunspot, but the 
planet Venus! 
That is known as 


a "transit of Venus," At such a 
time, the planet seems dark be- 
cause the side of it we see is the 
side having night. 


A few of the major, planets— 


Uranus, Neptune and Pluto—can 
be seen only •with telescopes. They 
are so far away, that their light 


, must be "magnified" if we are to 


'• see 
it. 


The same statements can be 


made about the moon. In ancient 
times the moon was called a plan- 
et, but nowadays it is classed as 
a "satellite," 


There is earthlight as well as 


moonlight. If people lived on the 
moon, the earth would seem like 
a great moon to them, far bright- 
er than the moon we see at night 
The moon, however, appears to 
have little or no air or water, so 
people like us do not look from 
the moon at the shining earth. 


The true stars have their own 


light. 
They are called far-away 


suns, and many of them are far 
larger than our sun. 
They look 


small because of their great dis- 
tance. 


The sun is about 93,000,000 miles 


from the earth. That is quite a dis- 
tance, but the true stars are thou- 
sands of times as far away. Some 
of them are millions of quintilhons 
of miles from the earth.

The thought that' I 
want to leave with readers is that 
voters should not condemn Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for his attempted 
"purge." They should respect him 
for his courage and be thankful 
that he is trying to produce a new, 
and far more beneficial, political 
set-uo!
